This was, of course, stricken out with section 
la, but has been restored to the bill as en 
amendment to section 8. 


The provisions of the bill, other tbau that of 


rate making power, a«e of such vital luipor- 
twico to the people of the state, that your 
committee Imve felt this house could no 
afford to lose the opportunity of securing 
them, even at the sacrifice of that part of sec- 
tion 18 stricken oflt. 


Section live gives/the right of examination 


into the condition and manner of managing 
nach railroad In t(ie «tate and of bringing ,il 
shortcomings In that behalf through the gov- 
ernor to the ottflntlon of the legislature. 
__8ectioii six vests 1» the commissioner tile 
power lu cause loading pjolnts to be estab- 
lished along the line of any railroad for the 
convenience of its patrons. The same sec- 
tion also gives the power to enforce the fur- 
pishing of cars to all applicants therefor 
without delay, lu proportion to their seven] 
needs. 


Section seven forbids unjust discrimination 


between different shippers, and xlves to the 
commissioner the power to enforce obedience 
to the law lu that respect. It prohibits con- 
cooslons of rates, drawbacks and contracts for 
special rates to any one shipper, which are no! 
equally open to all others. 


It makes all pasaenqor tickets Uansforable 


by delivery and except in certain specified 
cases good until used. 


Section eight prohibit} extortion and un- 


reasonable prices for transportation of per- 
sons and property, or for the nee of cars aud 
makes the same punishable. 


Section nlnu provides penalties for viola 


tlons of the provisions of the bill; also com- 
pels railroad companies to deliver freight to 
the consignee thereof upon payment or tender 
of the agreed charge for carriage Instead o! 
holding the same for back charges, as has 
heretofore boon done. 


Section ten provides for commissioners' re- 


port and what it shall contain. 


Sections eleven end twelve declare the 


penalties not only upon the railroad compan- 
ies, but upon the officers and agents thereof 
for wilful disobedience of the lawful orders 
of the commissioners. 


Sections fourteen, fifleuu and sixteen pro- 


vide for the bringing of suits under the bill 
against railroad companies. 


Seci ion sixteen gives ceunty commissioners 


and citizens right »f complaint to the com- 
missioners, nnd provides for hearing and re 
dress in the same. The other sections pro- 
vide the details and means of glvtag the bill 
force »nd effect 


la view of the restriction of the power of 


the commissioner i tithe matter of fixing rates, 
your committee have doomed It advisable to 
advise such action as would curtail the ex- 
pense of the acU Thi* could only be accom- 
plished by lemming the force required for its 
execution. To reduce the number of com- 
missioners (o two was impracticable, since a 
difference of opinion upon any given point 
left no inenns of solution. 


Your committee have, therefore, advised 


the reduction of the number of, commissioners 
to one, and requiring him to devote to the 
duties of the office his entire time. With a 
commission of three, where two would con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, one could, In many instances, bn relieved 
from duty, while with one his personal atten- 
tion becomes indispensable to every duty. 


A m«n of large «xpericnce, of aet^o 


ertged *blllty and undoubted integrity Is re- 
quired. Such a mm »n can make a success 
of bis personal affairs, loose affairs he must 
practically surrender ID order to devote to the 
duties of this office thetlmelt]a«llydem«nds; 
hence the salary of the one commissioner has 
boon placed at (3,600 « year. 


By this change a large savlnp In expense Is 


made to the state In the matter of salaries. 


The bill ai amended by the senate made 


aggiegate of salaries per annum of 810,800. 
A« now repotted It is one-h>if that sum, or 
95,400. 


It is believed there will no duty devolve on 


the oonimtssioner that cannot be well aud sat- 
isfactorily perfoirned by one competent man.
